Applicant argues that the examiner appears to be incorrectly interpreting the 
scope of "editorial content" as any content that is editorial in nature and that the 
background of the present invention frames editorial content as content viewed in the 
context of the program. 

Schein discloses such content at Column 7, Lines 16-19 and 39-43 for a 
N.E.W.S. database containing news, entertainment, weather and sports content, which 
all are viewed in the context of the program (depending on the category). Specifically, 
in Figure 20C, news program is displayed, which contains articles such as "Republicans 
foresee end to budget talks" and "Hillary Clinton Under Fire", which are both examples 
of editorial content. Therefore, Schein clearly discloses editorial content. 

Applicant also argues that Schein fails to disclose an index page of such editorial 
content. Again, see Figure 20C for an index page of editorial content (discussed 
above). Therefore, Schein clearly teaches an index page of editorial content.
